then hear with ſome degree of alarm, that a plan had been 


formed to deſpoil the fine collections of Italy and Rome, in 
order to increaſe thoſe of Paris. I am convinced that ſuch a 
meaſure will be attended with infinite miſchief, without prp- 
ducing any real advantage to the country: This removal 
will deſtroy the moſt valuable collection, and will extinguiſh 
that laudable zeal which induced us to viſit Italy, where fo 
much advantage was always to be derived from the contem- 
plation of objects, which do not admit of being removed. 
This removal will alienate from us a people who are natur- 
ally hoſpitable to all the nations of Europe; and who knows 
whether the French may in future be able to encounter that

| | eee be - Jpoiling 
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ſpoiling Rome cannot fail to excite, to cheriſh, and to perpe-

Since their time the 
art has always been on the decline; it is not then merely to 
the circumſtance of poſſeſſing models of art that we are in- 
debted for the great modern maſters.

peace. Peace has been the conſtant object of their efforts 
and of their wiſhes, and it was already re-eftabliſhed with 
moſt of the powers of the Coalition on a happy and ſolid 
foundation, when the Engliſn Envoy was faſtidiouſlſy an- 
nounced. There were a thouſand grounds for diſtruſting the 
fincerity of this ſtep in the Engliſh Government.

* Denmark, by its poſition, commands the Baltic and North- 


ern Ocean. The wiſdom of this Power is remarkable in 


carefully avoiding the entering into any warlike confederacies, 
and particularly in refuſing to join the coalition formed againſt 
the French Revolution. The Daniſh Navy is compoſed of 


38 ſhips of the line, 20 frigates, and 60 chebecs an cutters,

+ Sweden- Nature has done every thing to raiſe this country 


to the firft rank of maritime Power. Surrounded by ſeas, 


and interſected by large navigable lakes, it poſſeſſes a number 
of excellent Ports, ſuch as Gottenburg, Stralſund, Calmar, and 


particularly Stockholm. Twenty-ſeven veſſels of the line, 
12 frigates and emed gallies; mounting in all zooo guns, 
and manned by 18, ooo ſeamen, compoſe the preſent Force of 
the Swediſh Navy. 

Ruffa. The efforts of this Power are as vaſt as the dif- 
advantages it has to ſurmount in the career of navigation. 
The Ruſfian Navy conſiſts of 67 ſhips of the line, 36 frigates, 
and 7oo gallies and other ſmall veſſels. The number of 


guns with which theſe veſſels are armed is 9000 about 21,000

The whole 
mounting 14,000 guns, and manned by peoo ſeamen.— The 
maritime Force of France in its preſent reduced tate is not 
given by the author of theſe ſtatements, but as we conceive 
it will be intereſting to our readers, we have thought it our 
duty to add it.. Since the commencement of the: war the 
Britiſh fleet have taken or deſtroyed of the French 36-ſail of 


the line, 81 frigates, and 85 ſloops and other veſſels, which 


reduces the preſent Navy of France to 45 fail of the line, 56 
ſloops or other veſſels, excluſive of thoſe built during the war.

The author concludes by propoſing that France ſhould 
promote a maritime confederacy, for the purpoſe of deſtroy 
ing the coloſſal Power of England upon the ocean. This he 
endeavours to prove would be the intereſt of every Naval 
Power of the ſecond order. N 

Spain, Holland, Denmark and Sweden, united to France, 
may oppoſe 260 ſhips of the line to the Britiſh: Navy. 
Should the Engliſh obtain Ruſſia for an ally, they may add. 
to their preſent force 60 or 70 ſhips of the line; but it ought 
to be remembered that Ruſſia cannot find ſeamen to man its 
fleets. Admitting, however, this alliance to take place, the 
relative force of Britain and Ruſſia againſt the confederacy 
would be 230 ſhips of the line to 260. The feeble Powers 
of Italy, and the Portugueſe, muſt remain neuter. during 
fuch a ſtruggle. As to the Turks they may make a uſeful.

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Grand Operations «f the French and Auſtrian Armies in 


As a Chain of very important operations commenced at this 
date, and continued until the end-of the-month, the reader may 
not be diſpleaſed with a brief recital of them, ſeriatim. Pre- 
Parations and the neceſſary diſpoſitions for attack and defence 
being made by the Auſtrians under General Aluinzi, and by 
the French under General Buonaparte, at day break, on 
this day, the French General Joubert, with one part of his 
diviſion, attacked the Auſtrians on the hill of St. Marco. 

The Auſtrian General was ignorant of the preſence of Buo- 
naparte, and of ſome reinforcement which had arrived to the 
French. Uis plans were therefore diſconcerted, and he acted 

in the dark. The battle, notwithſtanding, was long and ob- 
ſtinate, and in its commencement the French were driven 
from ſome of their poſts ; while a freſh body of the Auſtrians 
advanced to the eminences between the Adige and the Lake 
of Gunda, turned the flank of the French, and completely 
cut off their communication with Ferona and Peſthiera. In 
this embarraſſing ſituation, the General detached two batta- 
lions to face this new. column, and cauſed four pieces of light 
artillery to be planted ſo as to cannonade the right of their 
line. In the mean time, a reinforcement, under General 
Key, arrived, and took a poſition in the rear of the column 
which turned the French. General Buonaparte now urged 
the attack with the utmoſt vigour ; and, tnileſs than a quarter 
of an hour, the whole column, conſiſting of 4000 men, laid 
down their arms. The Auſtrians were now every where put 
to the rout, and purſued by the conquerors the whole of the 

night. a 8 

The Auſtrians ſtill remained maſters of Corona, but were 
no diſabled from acting on the offenſive. Buonaparte, 
therefore, ordered General Joubert to them the next day, 
ſhould they ſtill retain that place, whilſt he himſelf haſtened 
to encounter new difficulties. A column of 10,000 men, 
under General Provera, had paſſed the Adige during 
the night of the 14th, and obliged the French General 

Guyeux, who guarded the Adige, to fall back to Renco. He, 
therefore, detached General Victor with a ſtrong reinforce- 
ment to Rowerbella, and ordered Maſſena alſo to take the ſame 
Toute, to ſtop, if poſſible, the march of the Auſtrians, Gene- 
ral Joubert, in the mean time, faithfully adhered to the in- 
ſtructions of the commander in chief. General Murat had 

marched the whole of the night of the 14th with a party 
of light infantry, and appeared on the morning on the heights 
5 ; 3 a 0 
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of Montelello, which commanded Corona, while the Auftrians, 
who were poſted there, were vigorouſly attacked by General 

Joubert. Perceiving, therefore, their retreat cut off, they 

were thrown into the utmoſt confuſion, and almoſt the whole 


party were either drowned in the Adige, or made priſoners. 


In theſe engagements (denominated the battle of Rivoli) the 
French took 13,000 prifoners and nine pieces of cannon. 
The column of General Prowera, ro, ooo ſtrong, in the 


mean time continued its march, and forced the paſſage of 


Anguari. General Guyeux had united all the forces in his 
vicinity, which did not exceed 1, 500 men; with this ſmall 
force he conld only harraſs their march for ſome time. 
Mantua was the object of General Provera, and his march 


was, therefore, rapid. General Angereau at length came up 


with the Auſtrian rear guard. confifting of 2000 men, and 


after a warm conflict cut it off with 16 pieces of cannon. 


Attempt to relieve Mantua fruſtrated. 
Notwithſtanding the above impediments, General Provera-- 


arrived on the 15th of January with 6000 men, at St. George, 


one of the ports where Mantua was bloekaded. The force 


here, under the French General Atiolis, was inferior to that 
of the aſſailants, but was well entrenched. He therefore re- 


ceived the ſummons of Provera with no other reply than 
that“ he would fight, but not furrender.” Provera then 


attacked, but found it impoſſible to carry theopoft by force. 


Thus baffled in his main deſign, the Auſtrian General then 


turned his attention to the poſt La Favorita, which he ex- _ 
| pected to force, (aided by a ſortie from Mantua, and thus to 


relieve this garriſon. Buonaparte however perceived the 
deſign, and, in order to prevent a junction, he ſaw no other 


means than to ſurround the column of Prowvera, and force it to 


furrender. He had previouſly detached General Serrurier 
to La Favorita with all the forces that he could haſtily with- 


draw from the other poſts of blockade; and he now ordered 
re- inforeements from the different divifions of his army, 
who, by the moſt rapid movements recorded in hiſtory, arrived 


in time to effect their purpoſe. Before day- break on the 


16th, the Auſtrians attacked La Faworita, and General 
. Wurmſer, at the ſame moment, ordered a ſortie, to ſupport the 


aſſailants. The detachment of the garriſon, however, was 
repulſed by the column under General Y7&or, and the field 
was left covered with the dead and prifoners of the Auſtrians. 
At the ſame moment Serrurier advanced in order to block up 
Prevera, between this poſt and St. George's, Diſorder and 
terror now pervaded the column of Provera, and he ſolicited _

« Royalty,“ ſaid they, has juſt threatened the conſti- 
tution by a new attack. After having, for a whole year, 
ſhaken, by their dark manœuvres, all the foundations of the 
Republic, they thought that they were ſufficiently powerful 
to conſummate its deſtruction; they thought themſelves ſuffi · 
ciently protected to venture to aim its firſt attacks againſt 
the ſupreme depofitories of the executive authority. Arms 
were daily diſtributed among the conſpirators, and all Paris 
knows that one of the diſtributors was arreſted with a great 
number of bonds, upen which he had already delivered 4 
great number of firelocks. Cards ſtamped Legiſlatiue Body, 
and marked with an R. were circulated, in order to ſerve 
as rallying ſigns to the conſpirators, charged with the office 
of maſſacring the Directory, and the deputies faithſul to 
the cauſe of the people. A great number of emigrants, aſ- 
ſaſſins of Lyons, and Brigands of La Vendée, attracted 
hither by the intrigues of royaliſm and the tender intereſt 


publicly laviſhed upon them, without fear attacked the poſts 


which ſurrounded the Executive Drectory; but the vigilance 
of the government and the chiefs of the armed force fruſ- 
trated their criminal efforts. The Executive Directory is 
about to lay before the nation the authentic documents which 
it has collected concerning the manceuvres of the royalifts — 
You will ſhudder with horror, citizens, at the plots entered 
into againſt the ſafety of every one of you ; againſt your 
property, againſt your deareſt rights, againſt your moſt facred 
poſſeſſions; and you may calculate the extent of the cala- 
mities from which in future you can alone be preſerved by 
the maintenance of the conſtitution z your generals and your 
intrepid defenders had ſurrounded it with their immortal

ſubſtance extravagant, and ſuch as could originate only in the 
moſt determined and inveterate hoſtility. The principle of 
mutual compenſation, before expreſsly admitted, by common 

conſent, as the juſt and equitable baſis of negotiation, was 
now eiſclaimed : every idea of moderation or reaſon, every 
appearance of juſtice, was diſregarded ; and a conceſſion was 
required from his Majeſty's plenipotentiary, as a preliminary 
and indiſpenſable condition of negotiation, which muſt at 
once hae ſuperſeded all the objects, and precluded all the 
means of treating. France, after incorporating with her own 
_ dominions ſo large a portion of her conqueſts, and affecting to 
have deprived herſelf, by her own internal regulations, of 
the power of alierating theſe valuable additions of territory, 
did nor ſcruple to demand from his Majeſty that abſolute and 
unconditiored ſurrender of all that the energy of his people 
and the valour of his fleets and armies have conquered in 
the preſent war. either from France or from her allies. She 
requited that the power of Great Britain ſhould be confined 
within its former limits, at the very moment when her own 
dominion was extended to a degree almoſt unparallelled in 
hiſtory. She irffited, that, in proportion to the increaſe of 
danger, the means of reſiſtance ſhould be diminiſhed ; and 
that his Majefty ſhould give up, without compenſation, and 
into the hands of his enemies, the neceſſary defences of his 
poſſeſſions and the future ſateguards of his empire. Nor even 
was this demand brought forward as conſtituting the terms 
of peace, but the price of negotiation; as the condition on 
which alone his Majeſty was to be allowed to learn what far- 
ther unexplained demands were ſtill reſerved, and to what 
greater ſacrifices theſe unprecedented conceſſions of honour 


to lead. | 
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© Whatever were the impreſſions which ſuch a proceeding 
created, they. did not induce the King abruptly to preclude 
the means of negotiation. In rejecting, without a moment's 
heſitation, a demand which could have been made for no 


other reaſon than becauſe it was inadmiſſible, his Majeſty, 


from the fixed reſolution to avail himſelf of every chance of 
bringing the negotiation to à favourable iſſue, directed that 
an opening ſhould be left for treating on reaſonable and equal 
ground, ſuch as might become the dignity of his crown, and 


the rank and tation in Europe, in which it has pleaſed the 
Divine Providence te place the Britiſh nation. 


«© This temperate and conciliatory conduct was ſtrongly 
expreſſive of the benevolence of his Majeſty's intentions; 
and it appeared, for ſome time, to have prepared the way 
for that reſult which has been the uniform object of all his 
meaſures. Two months elaſped, after his Majeſty had une- 
quivocally and definitively refuſed to comply with the unrea- 
fonable and extravagant preliminaries which had been de- 
manded by his enemies. During all that time the negotiation 
was continued open, the conferences were regularly held, 
and the demand, thus explicitly rejected by one party, was 


never once renewed by the other. It was not only aban- 


doned, it was openly diſclaimed; aſſurances were given in 
direct contradiction to it. Promiſes were continually re- 


peated, that his Majeity's explicit and detailed propoſals 
ſhould at length be aniwered, by that which could alone 
- evince a real diſpoſition to negotiate with fincerity, by the 
delivery of a counter-proſect, of a nature tending to facili- 
tate the concluſion of peace; and the long delays of the 


French government in execnting theſe promiſes were excuſed 
and accounted for by an unequivocal declaration, that France 
was-concerting with her allies for thoſe ſacrifices on their 
part which might afford the means of proceeding in the ne- 
gotiation. Week after week paſſed over in the repetition of 
theſe ſolemn engagements on the part of his Majeſty's ene- 


mies. His defire for peace induced him to wait for their 


campletion, with an anxiety proportioned to the importance 


| of the object; nor was it much to expect, that his miniſter 


ould at length be informed, what was the extent and nature 
ef the conditions on which his enemies were diſpoſed to ter- 
minate the war. : | $111 
Alt was in this ſtage of the buſineſs, that, on the eth 
of September, the appointment of new plenipotentiaries wag 
announced on the part of France, under.a formal promiſe, 
that their arrival ſhould facilitate and expedite the work of 
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To renew, in a ſhape ſtill more offenſive than before, 
the inadmiſſible demand ſo long before brought forward, and 


To long abandoned, was the firſt act of theſe new meſſengers 


of peace. And ſuch was now the undiſguiſed impatience of 


the King's enemies to terminate all treaty, and to exclude all 


proſpect of accommodation, that, even the continuance of the 


King's plenipotentiary at the appointed place of negotiation 
was made by them to depend on his immediate compliance 


with a condition which his court had, two months before, 


explicitly refuſed, and concerning which no farther diſcuſſion 


had ſince occurred. His reply was ſuch as the occaſion re-

-Quired, and he immediately received a poſitive and written 
order to depart from France. | | 


The ſubſequent conduct of his Majeſty's enemies has 
-aggravated even this proceeding, and added freſh inſult to 


this unexampled outrage. 


The inſurmountable obſtacles 


.which they threw in the way of peace were accompanied with 
an oftentatious profeſſion of the moſt pacific diſpoſitions. In 
cutting off the means of negotiation, they ftill pretended to 
retain the ſtrongeſt defire to negotiate; in ordering the King's 


miniſter to quit their country, they profeſſed the hope of his 


immediate return to it: and, in renewing their former inad- 
miſſible and rejected demand, they declared their ' confident 


expectation of a ſpeedy and favourable anſwer. 


Yet, before 


any anſwer could arrive, they publiſhed a declaration, an- 
nouncing to their country the departure of the King's mi- 


-niſter, and attempting, as in every former inſtance, to aſ-' 
.cribe to the conduct of Gieat Britain the diſappointment of 


- the general wiſh for peace, and the renewal of all the cala- 
mities of war. The ſame attempt has been prolonged in 
ſubſequent communications, equally infidious and illuſory, 
by which they have obviouſly intended to furniſh the colour 
and empty pretence of a wiſh for peace, while they have 
ſtudiouſly and obſtinately perſiſted in evading every ſep

© T9 France, to Europe, and to the world, it muſt be ma» 
nifeſt, that the French government (while they perſiſt in 
their preſent ſentiments) leave his Majeſty without an alter- 
native, unleſs he were prepared to ſurrender and facrifice to 
the undiſguiſed ambition of his enemies, the honour of his 


crown, and the ſafety of his dominions. -It muſt be manifeſt, 


that, inſtead; of ſhewing, on their part, any inclination ta 
meet his Majefty's pacific overtures on any moderate terms, 
they have never brought themſelves to ſtate any terms (how- 


ever exorbitant) on which they were ready to conclude peace. 
They have aſked as a preliminary (and in the form the moſt 


arrogant and offenſive) conceffions which the comparative 
fituation of the two countries would have rendered extrava» 
gant in any ſtate of negotiation. ; which was directly con- 
trary to their own repeated profeſſions, and which, neyer- 
theleſs, they peremptorily required to be complied. with in 
the very outlet ; reſerving an unlimited power of afterwards 
accumulating, from time to time, freſh demands, increaſing 
in proportion to every new conceſlion. ix 6566” 
«© On the other hand, the terms propofed by his Majeſty 
have been ſtated in the moſt clear, open, and unequivocal, 
manner, The diſcuſſion of all the points to which they re- 
late, or of any others which the enemy might bring forward 
as the terms of peace, has been, on his Majeſty's part, re- 
peatedly called for, as often promiſed by the French pleni- 
potentiaries, but to this day has never yet been obtained. 
The rupture of the negotiation is not therefore to be aſcribed 
to any pretenſions (however inadmiſſible) urged as the price 
of peace; nor to any ultimate difference on terms, however 


exorbitant but to the evident and fixed determination of the 


enemy to prolong the conteſt, and to purſue, at all hazards, 
their hoſtile deſigns againſt the proſperity and ſafety of theſe 


| kingdoms. 


While this determination continues to prevail, his Ma- 
jeſty's earneſt wiſhes and endeavours to reſtore peace to his 
ſubjects muſt be fruitleſs. But his ſentiments remain unal- 
tered. He looks with anxious expectation to the moment 
when the government of France may ſhew a diſpoſition and 
ſpirit in any degree correſponding to his own. And: he re- 
news, even now, and before all Europe, the ſolemn declara- 
tion, that, in ſpite of repeated provocations, and at the very 
moment when his claims had been ſtreugthened and confirmed 
by that freſh ſucceſs which, by the bleſſing of Providence, 
has recently attended his arms, he is yet ready (if the cala- 
mities of war can now be cloſed). to conclude peace. on the 
lame moderate and equitable principles and terms which he 
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has before propoſed : the rejection of ſuch terms muſt now, 
more than ever, demonſtrate the implacable animoſity and 
inſatiable ambition of thoſe with whom he has to contend, 
and to them alone muſt the future conſequences of the pro- 
longation of the war be aſcribed. | 

If ſuch unhappily is the ſpirit by which they are ſtil 
actuated, his Majeſty can neither hefitate as to the principles 
of his own conduct, nor doubt the ſentiments and determina- 
tion of his people. He will not be wanting to them; and he 
is confident they will not be wanting to themſelves. He has 
an anxious, but a ſacred and indiſpenſable, duty to fulfil : he 
will difcharge it with reſolution, conſtancy, and firmneſs. 
Deeply 'as he muſt regret the continuance of a war ſo de- 
ſtructive in its progreſs, and ſo burthenſome even in its ſuc- 
ceſs, he knows the character of the brve people whole inte- 
reſts and honour are entruſted to him. Theſe it is the firſt 
object of his life to maintain: and he is convinced that nei- 
ther the reſources nor the ſpirit of his kingdom will be found 
inadequate to this arduous conteſt, or unequal to the impor- 


tance and value of the objects which are at ſtake. He truſts - 


that the favour of Providence,. by which they have always 
hitherto been ſupported againſt all their enemies, will be till 
extended to them; and that, under this protection, his 
faithful ſubjects, by a reſolute and vigorous application of 
the means which they poſſeſs, will be enabled to vindicate 
the independence of their country, and to reſiſt, with juſt 
indignation, the aſſumed ſuperiority of an enemy, againſt 
whom they have fought with the courage, and ſucceſs, and 
glory, of their anceſtors, and who aims at nothing leſs than 
to deſtroy, at once, whatever has contributed to the proſpe-

Engliſh government,—to intereſt, while they wound, your 
feelings, —and, in fine, to offer thoſe means which they re- 
gard as effectual for ſaving the nearly-exhauſted lives of 
22,000 Republicans, entombed in the dungeons of England. 

The Engliſh government has heaped the meaſure of op-

Lord Edward Fitzgerald was taken into cuſtody at a houſe 
in Thomas-ftreet, Dublin. A fcuſfle enſued between his 
Lordſhip and Captain Ryan and Juſtice Swan, in which the 
latter were very ſeverely wounded with a dagger : Captain 
Ryan ſoon aſter died, Major Siyr coming into the room to 
the aſſiſtance of the two wounded men, ſhot Lord Edwarg, 
and lodged him in Newgate, where, after lingering for ſome 


time, he expired in a ſtate of inſanity. a 

The baſon, gates, and ſluices of the Bruges Canal, u hich 
communicates with Oſtend, were deſtroyed by a flotilla under 
the command of Captain Pupham.

This city has all this day been in extreme agitation, un- 
exampled in the anvals of this country. A letter has been 
addreſſed to the Lord Mayor by the Secretary, Lord Caftle- 
reagh, aſſerting that government had received pofitive infor- 
mation of an intended riſing of the people, for the purpoſe of 
ſubverting the government and overturning the prefent rulers; 
defiring him to uſe his beſt exertions to obtain all concealed 
arms, and aſſuring him of arrangements made by Government

in the military department for fruſtrating the intentions of 


the diſaffected. This communication has created great 


anxiety amongſt the citizens, but their apprehenſions of any 


riſing have been done away by a very large quantity of arms, 
of every deſcription, being ſctzed by the magiſtrates ; yet it 


is not doubted but ſuch a riſing was to have taken place. Ia 


fact, the information previouſly received, and what has been 
this day obtained, has alarmed the Government much, Many 
perſons, on whom ſuſpected arms, ſuch as pikes, daggers, &c. 
were found, bave undergone ſevere flagellation, &. This 
diſcipline bas led to many diſcoveries ; the Royal Exchange 
has been the place where theſe puniſhments have been in- 
fitted : in ſhort, ſince the proclamation of the city, we have 
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been in continual alarm, and the parade of yeomanry and 
regulars leads us to believe things are very deſperate indeed.”

24. ] A party of more than 1000 rebels, armed with muſketa 
and pikes, and commanded by Captain Michael Reynolds, at- 
tacked the town of Naas, in the county of Kildare, but were 
defeated by a military detachment under the command of 
Lord Gosford, with the loſs of 200 men. The loſs of his 
Majeſty's troops was very trifling. Military parties in the 


villages of Proſperous and Kilcullen were ſurprized by the

Dundas came up with a confiderable body of the enemy 


near the hills of Kilcullen, which he entirely routed with 
the loſs of 200 men; no quarter was given to the rebels, In 
the evening of this day, numerous detachments of the rebels 
remained undiſperſed in the vicinity of the capital. 

The Lord Lieutenant and Council of Ireland ifſued the 
following proclamation, putting the whole of that kingdom 
under martial law: 

„ His Excellency the Lord Licutenant, by and with the 
advice of the Privy Council, has iſſued orders to ALL the 


general officers commanding his Majeſty*s forces to puniſh all 


perſons acting, aiding, or in any manner aſſiſting, in the rebel- 
lion which now exiſts in this kingdom, and has broken out in 
the moſt daring and violent attacks upon his Majeſty's forces, 
according to martial law, either by death or otherwiſe, as to 
them ſhall ſcem expedient for the puniſhment and ſuppreſ- 
non of all rebels in their ſeveral diftrias ; of which all his 
| Majeſty' s ſubjeQs are required to take notice.“ 

25. Advices were received that Sir Richard Strachan, with 
his ſquadron, had vigoroufly bombarded the town of Havre, 
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A dreadful earthquake took place at Sienna, which did 


conſiderable damage to the town, and cauſed the death of a 
great number of perſons. 1 „„ 
The Iriſh rebels were defeated at Hacketſtown, in the 
county of Carlow ; and at Baltinglaſs, in the county of Wick- 
low, with great loſs ; and alſo at Clare, Baltimore, Barretſ- 
town, Lucan, and Luſk.

The Marquis Cora wallis arrived in Dublin, and was ſworn 
mto the office of Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, in the room of 
Lord Camden, who ſhortly after took his departure for —_ 
land. 

A numerous detachment of the Wexford Rebels were de- 
feated by General Moore, (fon of the learned and ingenious 
Dr. Moot e, a diſtinguiſhed writer) at Horetown, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Taghmon. 

A party of Rebels were defeated by Sir Charles Afgill on 
the confines of the county of Kilkenny. 

The Rebels were again defeated in the counties of Kildare 
and Cork. 

21.] The Rebel camp at Vinegar Hill, in the county of 
Wexford, was attacked in all directions by a formidable army 
under the command of General Lake, and carried after an 


obſtinate reſiſtance of an hour and a half. The lofs of the 


enemy on this occaſion was very great, and they left behind 
them, on the field of battle, thirteen pieces of cannon,” in- 
cluding three which they had taken ſometime before from his 
Majeſty's for ces. 

22.] Lord George Cawvendi/Þ made æ motion in the Houſe of

prevent the eſcape of the Rebels.

A numeraus body of ' Rebels aſſembled in the count y 
of Wicklow, for the purpoſe, as was ſuppoſed, of marching 
towards the capital; and a confiderable number of the Rebels, 
who had been driven from Wexford; rallied under the eom- 
mand of a Prieſt of the name of Murphy, in the county of 
Kilkenny. | | | 

A detachment of Sir Charles AfoilPs army was defeated 
by party of the rebels who had eſcaped from Wexford to 
the county of Kilkenny. The enemy, however, after having 
deſtroyed a village, were attacked by a large military force, 
and compelled to fly with the loſs of 400 men killed. 

The Archducheſs Maria Chriftiana of Auſtria died at 
Vienna on the 24th, in the 55th year of her age. 

. .25.} The Paris papers announced that ſeveral of the ports 
of France had been ſhut againſt American ſhips, 

Capt. F. Arthur, a gentleman of conſiderable fortune, 
found guilty of treaſonable practices at Limerick, was ſen- 
tenced to be tranſported for life, and to pay a tine of 5000t. 
A numerous body of rebels attacked the village of Hack- 
et*'s-town, in the county of Carlow, which was gallantly de- 
fended by the military.

A proclamation iſſued in the ſeveral diſtricts of Ireland, 
offering pardon and protection to all rebels who ſhould return 


to their allegiance, of which thouſands of the deluded people 


immediately availed themſelves. 

Some ſkirmiſhing took place between the King” 8 troops and 
the wretched remains of the Inſurgents of the counties of 
Wicklow and Kildare, in which the latter were defeated 
and diſperſed. - 

30.] Numerous detachments of the military marched from 
Dublin to the counties of Kildare and Wicklow, where the 
n had again appeared in great force. 

July 1.] The Toulon fleet, with Buonaparte and his army 
on board, appeared off Egypt. 

The La Seine French frigate, of 42 guns, was captured 
by the Jaſon frigate, after a ſevere action with that ſhip and 
La Pique, the latter of which ran on ſhore on the French 


coaſt, and was loſt. La Seine ſuffered conſiderably in the 


action: : her loſs in men amounted to 150 killed, and 100 
wounded ; that of his Majeſty's Rips was nine men killed, 
including the ſecond Lieutenant of the Jaſon, and twenty 
wounded.
